Requests continue among the rest until each player has established one home supply 
center. Diplomatic communication is advisable. Round(s) 2 : Same as round 1 for the selection of a second 
home supply center. Round(s) 3 : Same as round 1 for the selection of a third home supply center. Round 4 : 
Each player submits a list of 3 names for the country. (Selections will be by GM with preferences given to 
unique first letters.) Winter 1900 builds of 1 army, one fleet, and one choice of player (three armies if the 
country's home supply centers are all land locked).
